“  BEEF  GRADING  ACT.” 


Regulations. 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  3 
of  the  “  Beef  Grading  Act,”  being  chapter 
4  of  the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1937, 
His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Coun¬ 
cil  has  been  pleased  to  approve  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  regulations: — 

1.  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires: — 

“  Act  ”  means  the  “  Beef  Grading  Act  ”: 

“  Area  ”  means  the  Cities  of  New  Westmin¬ 
ster,  North  Vancouver  and  Vancouver, 
and  the  Municipalities  of  Burnaby,  West 
Vancouver,  and  the  District  of  North 
Vancouver: 

“  Brand  ”  means  any  mark,  stencil,  stamp, 
or  label  placed  on  beef  for  the  purpose 
of  designating  grade: 

“  Frozen  beef  ”  means  beef  that  has  been 
subjected  to  refrigeration  sufficient  to 
congeal  the  body  fluids,  and  “  frozen  ” 
has  a  corresponding  meaning: 

“  Inspector  ”  means  any  Inspector  appointed 
by  these  regulations: 

“  Minister  ”  means  the  Minister  of  Agricul¬ 
ture: 

“  Official  standard  ”  means  the  grade  of  beef 
as  prescribed  by  these  regulations. 

2.  The  following  grades  for  beef  are  estab¬ 
lished  : — 

Grade  Al. 

This  grade  comprises  only  choice  carcasses 
of  steers  or  heifers  having  the  following  char¬ 
acteristics  :  Excellent  conformation,  finish,  and 
quality,  except  that  in  the  case  of  a  carcass 
in  the  fed-calf  class  allowance  may  be  made 
in  regard  to  the  degree  of  finish;  relatively 
short  and  blocky;  heavily  and  uniformly 
fleshed  throughout;  rounds,  loins,  and  ribs 
very  well  developed;  chucks  and  plates  very 
thick  and  heavily  fleshed;  neck  short  and  well 
filled;  shanks  short  and  well  muscled,  flesh 
firm,  velvety,  fine-grained,  and  of  an  attractive 
light  or  cherry-red  colour;  marbling  present 
in  the  loins  and  ribs;  cartilages  on  the  chine 
and  breast-bone  pearly  white,  but  may  be 
slightly  ossified;  bones  may  be  soft  and  red 
or  slightly  hardened  and  of  greyish-white 
colour;  exterior  surface  of  the  carcass,  except 
in  the  case  of  fed  calves,  covered  with  brittle 
fat,  white  or  slightly  high  in  colour,  but  not 
approaching  a  yellowish  tinge,  smooth  or 
slightly  wavy;  no  wastiness  in  interior  cover¬ 
ing. 

Grade  A. 

This  grade  comprises  only  good  carcasses 
of  steers  or  heifers  having  the  following  char¬ 
acteristics:  Good  conformation,  finish,  and 
quality;  rounds,  loins,  and  ribs  reasonably 
full;  chucks  and  plates  moderately  thick; 
neck  reasonably  short  and  thick;  flesh  mod¬ 
erately  firm;  colour  ranging  from  a  light 
cherry-red  to  a  slightly  darker  red,  but  not 
excessively  dark ;  the  “  eye  ”  of  the  rib  and 
loin  above  the  average  in  thickness;  some 
marbling  present  in  the  thicker  cuts;  the  fat 
covering  extending  well  over  the  exterior  sur¬ 
faces,  but  may  be  somewhat  lacking  on  the 
neck  and  lower  parts  of  the  rounds,  shoulders, 
and  shanks;  hips  and  shoulder  points  may  be 
slightly  visible;  the  fat  covering  reasonably 
firm,  smooth,  and  white,  but  may  be  somewhat 
soft  or  have  a  slightly  yellowish  tinge;  the 
kidney,  crotch,  cod,  or  udder  interior  fats 
moderate  in  quantity  but  may  be  somewhat 
wasty;  the  interior  walls  of  the  fore-quarters 
at  least  partially  covered. 

Grade  B. 

This  grade  comprises  only  carcasses  of 
steers,  heifers,  or  cows. 
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With  respect  to  steers  or  heifers  the  car¬ 
casses  have  the  following  characteristics: 
Carcass  relatively  long-  in  proportion  to  its 
width  and  inclined  to  be  slightly  angular;  hip 
and  shoulder  joints  noticeable  but  not  promi¬ 
nent;  ribs,  loins,  and  rounds  moderately  thick; 
the  fat  covering  extended  well  over  most  of 
the  exterior  surface,  but  may  be  rough,  wavy, 
or  inclined  to  be  gobby  at  the  hock-bones  and 
tail  end;  the  interior  of  the  carcass  reason¬ 
ably  well  covered  with  fat;  cod,  kidney,  and 
crotch,  and  other  interior  fats  in  moderate 
supply  or  somewhat  wasty;  fat  firm  and 
brittle,  but  it  may  have  a  yellowish  tinge; 
flesh  moderately  firm  but  may  be  slightly  soft; 
the  eye  of  the  rib  and  loin  of  average  thick¬ 
ness;  marbling  present  in  the  thicker  cuts. 

With  respect  to  cows  the  carcass  has  the 
following  characteristics:  Good  finish,  confor¬ 
mation,  and  quality;  rounds  thick  but  not 
bulgy;  loins  may  be  somewhat  flat;  rib,  chuck, 
plate,  and  brisket  moderately  thick;  hip  and 
shoulder  joints  slightly  prominent  but  well 
covered;  exterior  fat  extending  well  over  the 
carcass;  interior  fats  plentiful  over  the  kid¬ 
ney  and  in  the  crotch;  fats  firm,  creamy  to 
yellowish  in  colour,  and  crumble  easily;  flesh 
firm,  fine-grained,  well  marbled,  and  of  good 
colour. 

Grade  C. 

This  grade  comprises  only  the  carcasses  of 
steers,  heifers,  or  cows. 

With  respect  to  steers  or  heifers  the  car¬ 
casses  have  the  following  characteristics : 
Average  finish,  conformation,  and  quality; 
carcass  may  be  somewhat  angular;  rounds 
reasonably  thick  or  tapering  and  not  full  to¬ 
wards  the  shank;  loins  and  ribs  moderately 
full  but  may  be  inclined  to  flatness ;  rib,  chuck, 
and  plate  broad  but  possessing  average  depth 
of  flesh;  neck  long  and  tapering;  hip  and 
shoulder  joints  prominent;  the  eye  of  the  rib 
lacking  thickness;  a  moderately  thin  layer  of 
fat  covering  the  rib,  loin,  and  chuck;  all  fats 
may  be  somewhat  soft  and  have  a  yellowish 
tinge;  flesh  may  be  soft  and  slightly  dark  in 
colour;  some  marbling  present  in  the  loin,  rib, 
and  chuck. 

With  respect  to  cows  the  carcass  has  the 
following  characteristics:  Average  finish,  con¬ 
formation,  and  quality;  carcass  may  have  a 
pronounced  curve  in  the  back  just  forward  of 
the  rump;  loin  and  rib  may  be  flat;  the  rounds 
long  and  tapering;  the  carcass  relatively 
angular  with  hip  and  shoulder  joints  promi¬ 
nent;  the  eye  of  the  loin  and  rib  above  average 
in  thickness;  the  flesh  firm,  fine-grained,  and 
of  good  colour,  showing  some  marbling;  the 
carcass  well  covered  with  fat,  which  may  be 
somewhat  unevenly  distributed  and  inclined  to 
be  rough  and  gobby  on  rib,  loin,  and  tail  end; 
interior  fats  may  be  plentiful,  especially  over 
the  kidney  and  in  the  crotch,  and  may  have  a 
somewhat  high  colour. 

Grade  D. 

This  grade  comprises  only  carcasses  of  steers, 
heifers,  or  cows. 

With  respect  to  steers  and  heifers  the  car¬ 
casses  have  the  following  conformation:  Car¬ 
cass  rangy  and  angular  and  irregular;  the 
rounds,  loins,  and  ribs  thinly  fleshed  and  lightly 
covered;  the  eye  of  the  rib  lacking  in  size  and 
flesh,  and  usually  dark  in  colour;  little  or  no 
marbling  present. 

Cows  in  this  grade  of  fair  quality;  some¬ 
what  rangy  and  angular;  rounds  long,  thin, 
and  tapering;  the  loins  and  ribs  thin  and 
slightly  dished;  a  moderate  amount  of  fat 
covering  the  back,  extending  from  chuck  to 
rump;  the  eye  of  the  rib  and  loin  relatively 
small ;  flesh  usually  moderately  firm. 

3.  The  following  brands  for  the  respective 
grades  of  beef  are  established: — 

For  Grade  A1 — the  designation  “  A1  ”  in 
red. 


For  Grade  A— the  letter  “  A  ”  in  red. 

For  Grade  B— the  letter  “  B  ”  in  blue. 

For  Grade  C— the  letter  “  C  ”  in  yellow. 

For  Grade  D— the  letter  “  D  ”  in  brown. 

In  addition  to  the  letter  denoting  their  grade, 
cow  carcasses  will  also  be  marked  “  cow.” 

4.  Any  Inspector  may  grade  beef  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  official  standards. 

5.  No  Inspector  shall  grade  beef  until  the 
beef  has  been  inspected  and  stamped  as  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Health  of  Animals  Branch  of 
the  Dominion  Department  of  Agriculture,  or 
by  an  official  of  any  city  or  municipality  desig¬ 
nated  by  such  city  or  municipality  with  the 
approval  of  the  Minister  for  the  purpose  of 
inspecting  or  approving  beef. 

6.  When  beef  has  been  graded  by  an  In¬ 
spector,  the  owner  of  the  beef  shall,  under  the 
supervision  and  in  accordance  with  the.  direc¬ 
tions  of  an  Inspector,  mark  the  beef  with  the 
brand  appropriate  to  the  grade  of  beef.  No 
person  shall  mark  beef  with  any  brand  except 
in  accordance  with  this  regulation. 

7.  The  Inspector  designated  for  that  pur¬ 
pose  by  the  Minister  shall  have  custody  of  the 
branding  equipment  and  shall  not  permit  any 
other  person  to  have  unauthorized  possession 
thereof. 

8.  No  person  shall,  within  the  area,  keep  for 
sale  or  sell  any  beef  which  has  been  frozen, 
unless  the  beef  before  being  frozen  was  branded 
in  accordance  with  Regulation  No.  6. 

9.  No  person  shall,  within  the  area,  keep  for 
sale,  display  for  sale,  or  sell  any  beef  unless 
the  beef  has  been  branded  in  accordance  with 
Regulation  No.  6. 

10.  No  person  shall,  within  the  area,  display 
for  sale  beef  which  has  been  frozen,  unless  he 
displays  also  a  card  stating  that  the  beef  has 
been  frozen. 

11.  No  person  shall  advertise  beef  for  sale, 
within  the  area,  unless  the  advertisement 
prominently  sets  forth  the  grade  of  the  beef 
advertised  and,  in  the  case  of  frozen  beef, 
unless  the  advertisement  also  sets  forth  promi¬ 
nently  the  fact  that  it  has  been  frozen. 

12.  Where  beef  is  displayed  for  sale,  within 
the  area,  with  a  price  card  or  ticket,  the  per¬

Order  No.  60. 


Order  establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  in  the  Occupation  of  Taxicab-driver. 

I  j  1HE  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  expression  “  taxicab-driver  ”  interpretation, 
means  and  includes  every  male  person  in  charge  of  or  driving  a  motor- 

vehicle  with  seating  accommodation  for  seven  (7)  passengers  or  less  than 
seven  (7)  passengers,  used  for  the  conveyance  of  the  public  and  which  is 
driven  or  operated  for  hire. 

2.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  taxicab-drivers  and  their  employers  Localities  covered, 
in  the  City  of  Victoria,  the  Municipality  of  the  Township  of  Esquimalt,  the 
Municipality  of  the  District  of  Oak  Bay,  and  the  Municipality  of  the  District 

of  Saanich. 

3.  That,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  sections  4  and  5  hereof,  the  mini-  Daily  minimum 
mum  wage  for  every  taxicab-driver  shall  be  three  dollars  ($3)  per  day  when  wage- 

his  day  consists  of  not  more  than  ten  (10)  hours. 

4.  (a.)  That  employers  shall  obtain  permits  from  the  Board  before  Permits  to  be 
part-time  taxicab-drivers,  whose  days  consist  of  less  than  ten  (10)  hours,  obtained- 
may  be  employed  at  the  rate  set  forth  in  subsection  (b)  hereof. 

(6.)  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  part-time  taxicab-driver,  whose  Rate  for  part-time 
day  consists  of  less  than  ten  (10)  hours,  in  respect  of  whose  part-time  ^der  p"ermitsS 
employment  a  permit  has  been  issued  under  section  6  of  the  “  Male  Minimum  n 
Wage  Act,”  shall  be  thirty-five  cents  (35c.)  per  hour:  Provided,  however,  Daily  guarantee, 
that  no  such  part-time  taxicab-driver  shall  be  paid  less  than  one  dollar  and 
forty  cents  ($1.40)  in  any  one  day. 

5.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  taxicab-driver  whose  employment  Overtime  rate, 
extends  over  ten  (10)  hours  in  any  one  day  shall  be  forty-five  cents  (45c.) 

per  hour  for  each  hour  in  excess  of  ten  (10). 

6.  That  every  employer  shall,  at  least  as  often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to  Payment  of  wages, 
his  taxicab-drivers  all  wages  and  salary  due  to  them,  up  to  a  day  not  more 

than  seven  (7)  days  prior  to  the  date  of  payment. 

7.  That  every  taxicab-driver  shall  be  given  a  rest  period  of  twenty-four  Rest  period. 

(24)  consecutive  hours  free  from  duty  in  every  seven  (7)  days,  of  which  he 

shall  be  duly  notified  by  his  employer. 

8.  That,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  9  of  this  Order,  when  Free  uniforms, 
taxicab-drivers  are  required  by  their  employers  to  wear  uniforms  or  special 

articles  of  wearing-apparel,  such  uniforms  or  special  articles  of  wearing- 
apparel  shall  be  furnished,  repaired,  laundered,  cleaned,  or  given  similar 
service  connected  with  the  upkeep  thereof,  free  of  cost  to  the  taxicab-drivers, 
and  no  deductions  from  the  wages  of  taxicab-drivers  shall  be  made  by 
employers  for  such  uniforms  or  special  articles  of  wearing-apparel,  or  for 
the  repair,  laundering,  cleaning,  or  similar  service  connected  with  the  upkeep 
thereof. 

9.  That  in  any  case  where  employers  and  taxicab-drivers  governed  by  Different  arrange- 
this  Order  make  application  in  writing  that  a  different  arrangement  respect-  ment  for  uniforms, 
ing  the  cost  and  upkeep  of  uniforms  be  approved  by  the  Board,  the  Board 

may  approve  of  such  an  arrangement,  and  thereupon  the  arrangement  so 
approved  shall  be  applicable  to  the  said  employers  and  taxicab-drivers  in 
lieu  of  section  8  of  this  Order. 

10.  That  Order  No.  33  of  the  Board,  dated  the  24th  day  of  January,  Order  No.  33 
1936,  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  “  the  City  of  Victoria,  the  amended.

Regulation  No.  28b. 

BE  IT  KNOWN  that  the  Board  of  Industrial 
Relations  has  made  the  following  regula¬ 
tion: — 

Taxicab  Industry. 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  regulation,  the 
expression  “  taxicab  industry  ”  shall  have  the 
meaning  as  assigned  to  it  in  Regulation  No. 
28  of  the  Board,  dated  the  22nd  day  of  August, 
1938. 

2.  That  persons  employed  in  the  taxicab  in¬ 
dustry  in  the  City  of  Victoria,  the  Municipality 
of  the  Township  of  Esquimalt,  the  Municipality 
of  the  District  of  Oak  Bay,  and  the  Munici¬ 
pality  of  the  District  of  Saanich,  may  work: — 
(a.)  Two  (2)  hours  per  day  in  excess  of  the 
limit  prescribed  by  section  3  of  the 
“  Hours  of  Work  Act,”  provided  that 
such  ten  (10)  hours  are  confined  within 
eleven  (11)  hours  immediately  follow¬ 
ing  commencement  of  their  work: 


(6.)  In  excess  of  the  ten  (10)  hours  per¬ 
mitted  by  clause  (a)  hereof,  provided 
they  are  paid  not  less  than  the  mini¬ 
mum  rate  for  overtime — namely,  forty- 
five  cents  (45c.)  per  hour — prescribed 
by  section  5  of  Order  No.  60  of  the 
Board,  dated  the  15th  day  of  Novem¬ 
ber,  1938. 

3.  Regulation  No.  28a  of  the  Board,  made 
the  22nd  day  of  August,  1938,  is  hereby  varied 
accordingly.
